The second reading of an Ordinance No. 1473, introduced by Council Member Kourajian, to amend
and re-enact Section 15-42 of the City Code pertaining to the definition of Group day care home or
preschool facility is scheduled for the April 4, 2016 City Council meeting.

Kourajian moved to recommend the City Council approve the appointment of James Weight to serve
as a member of the Fire Code Board of Appeals for a three year term to expire November 2018.
Seconded by Gumke. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Andersen moved to accept the complaint filed by Joseph F. Larson Il against Police Chief Scott
Edinger and to appoint Council Member Brubakken and Human Resource Officer Sveum to
investigate the matter and report back to the committee or City Council. Seconded by Gumke.
Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Buchanan moved to recommend the City Council deny the request from Troy Gunderson, Youth for
Christ, 202 4™ Avenue SE, for drainage concerns he has in the alley to be resolved at City expense.
Seconded by Brubakken. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Brubakken moved to recommend the City Council approve the request from Jamestown Middle
School — Omega House to implement their Storm Drain Stenciling Project on May 15, 2015, with
the City providing up to $500 to cover expenses. Seconded by Andersen. Unanimous aye vote.
Carried.

Discussion was held on concerns expressed by the City Beautification Committee relative to
enforcement action against “unsightly, blighted or dangerous living conditions” within the city.
Major Johnson explained the procedures the Police Department uses to address issues in an attempt
to resolve the concerns.

Consensus of the Committee was to set Tuesday April 19, 2016, at 3:00 PM as the date for a
presentation to the Committee regarding the Storm Water Utility Feasibility Study being conducted
by AE2S.
